WINNIPEG, March 28.—A special 
tax of one per cent on all wages 
and incomes, estimated to produce 
$900,000 in revenue, and a tax on 
the purchase of certain commodities 
which is expected to bring in an 
additional $1,000,000, are included 
in the tax changes proposed in 
Manitoba's budget, brought down 
in the legislature here last night by 
Hon. E. A. McPherson, provincial 
treasurer 

Coupled with additional reduc- 
tions in expenditures, totalling 
$650,000, the increases in revenue 
from new taxation, is expected to 
Wipe out the estimated deficit of 
over $2,500,000 and show an esti- 
mated surplus of $9,631 

“Suggestions have been made by 
the Dominion government,” Mr 
McPherson said, “that co-operation 
might be extended to the province 
if it were prepared to give every 
possible assistance in an attempt to 
Solve the problems facing all the 
Provinces of the Dominion, and to 
reduce as much as possible, the 
deficit which is before the province 
of Manitoba The minister added 
he believed the province financially 
sound, and e, out of its resources 
and prod powers, to recover 
quite rapi m the present fin- 
ancial stri 


The provincial treasurer admitted 
tax on purchases of commodi- 
s an entirely new departure in 
ncial financing. It is intended 
y to commodities of all kinds 
certain exemptions, among 
which are mentioned bread, milk, 
electrical and gas charges for do- 
mestic purposes, water rates, farm 
machinery and repairs on same 
binder twine, gasoline and liquor 
(both of which are already subject 
to taxation) and certain other com- 
modities which will be mentioned 
specifically in the bill. 

The proposed act will authorize a 
drawback of the tax when paid by 
municipalities, hospitals sshools and 
charitable institutions 

The one per cent tax “will apply 
on the wages and incomes of every- 
body,” Mr. McPherson told the legi- 
stature. He gave no indication of 
how the government proposed to 
collect the revenue. The minister

The city is merely 
carrying them because market conditions are not 
favorable. The effect would be the same as though 
the bonds were hypothecated at the bank for $400,- 
2» to pay wages; except that 
the employees, and not the bank, would hold the 
bonds and collect the interest. 

The procedure is unusual, but that is a com- 
mendation ther than a criticism at the present 
time.

If this is considered to be a satisfactory substi- 
tute for the de-valuation of the Canadian dollar for

Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr, Frank McCoy 


SYMPTOMS NOT RELIABLE AIDS TO 
DIAGNOSIS 

Many people will go on year after year with 
very little attention to their health until some espe- 
cially unpleasant symptoms arise, then they will 
go in search of a patent medicine or a doctor to 
relieve the symptoms. One of the strangest things 
about the subject of symptoms is that it is not good 
to pay too much attention to them. They are really 
signals that show something is wrong, like where 
the trouble is located, and, by trying to judge some 
symptoms alone, grievous mistakes may be made. 

I often receive !citers which read about like this: 
“Doctor No. 1 said I had such and such a disease, 
but doctor No. 2 says I have something entirely 
different, and doctor No. 3 says the first two are 
wrong. Now what have I really got?” Well, that 
is a problem—what to do when doctors disagree 
The chances are that at least two out of the three 
of the diagnoses were based upon a snap judgment 
of the symptoms. If the patient had had a thorough 
examination, such as can only be given when a 
doctor has the proper equipment and experienc, 
the chances are that the three diagnoses would hav» 
been similar 

It is well to understand that any single sympto a 
taken by itself may mean much or little Bog 
almost impossible to judge from a symptom 8. to 
the seriousness of a disease. Some of the syr gtoms 
most commonly complained about by patients are 
poor appetite, dizziness, black spots before the eyes, 
headaches, fever, tired feeling ringing noises in the 
dark circles under the eyes and shortness of 
Distresses through the abdomen give rise 
to a chain of similar symptoms such as gas pains, 
feeling of heavine bloated sensation, burning in 
the stomach, rapid heart beat, rumbling noises, etc. 
Frequently several common symptoms are grouped 
together, thus with fever we generally find at the 
same time weakness, headache, coated tongue, fever 
blisters, lack of appetite and a general feeling of

The budget that was brought down at Ottawa on 
Tuesday is an example of what may bz called dehumanized 
financing; the adoption of certain measures to attain a 
book-keeping end, without regard to reactions upon the 
living conditions of the human beings who make up the 
population of the Dominion. 

The Minister of Finance found his books out of bal- 


being dispossessed of their homes because they cannot pay 


the existing levies. 

That done, statesmanship was to be supposed to have 
discharged its full responsibilities and exhausted its re- 
sources. That net earnings would be decreased, that the 
cost of living would be increased, that property values 
would be forced still lower, that business would be still fur- 
ther burdened and retarded; these were minor considera- 
tions. They had to be minor considerations if Mr. Rhodes 
was right in his view that the all-important matter was 
to make one page of the ledger balance the other. 


Back To Realities 


The present Premier of Canada, then Director of 
National Service, addressed a meeting in Edmonton dur- 
ing the war years. His text was: “WHAT WILL IT PRO- 
FIT IF WE WIN THE WAR BUT LOSE THE COUN- 
TRY?” He stressed the argument that unless business in 
Canada was active, production maintained, employment 
plentiful, confidence strong; the Dominion was bound to 
meet economic disaster when demobilization came, though 
the Allied armies might win the war. And in that he was 
one hundred per cent right. 

It is unfortunate that the Premier did not recall that 
argument and repeat it to his Minister of Finance when the 
latter was so nonchalantly jotting down figures in his 
income account to bring it into line with the expense ac- 
count. What will it profit though the books be balanced 
in the department of finance if the taxpayers of the coun- 
try are left to drift into bankruptcy? The fact must be 
faced that for two years they have been drifting steadily 
and rapidly in that direction; and without any stimulus 
given to business to check the movement, their speed will 
be increased by the new taxation now imposed upon them.

ment of Canada has let depression dictate conditions, with 
the results that we see, and another tax-raising budget as 
the latest of them. The Government of Australia has 
actually started to reduce taxation! 

There were three steps in the program by which 
Australia countered the change in world conditions. The 
first was a REVALUATION OF THE CURRENCY. The 
gold standard was abandoned and the Australian pound 
hitched to the British pound. Export trade went up to 26 
per cent more than in the previous peak year. Australia 
had no wheat carry-over last summer. Her farmers sold 
out their crop at from 60 to 75 cents a bushel at point of 
delivery. Our farmers sold at half the price, and 130,000,- 
000 bushels had not left the country when the shipping 
year ended. 

As a second step, Australia INCREASED THE 
AMOUNT OF ITS CURRENCY, otherwise “inflated,” but 
only to a limited extent. That should interest our stand- 
pat economists who say inflation cannot be controlled. 
AUSTRALIA HAS CONTROLLED IT. It was applied no 
farther than to modify the ruinous process of deflation, 
that has been allowed to have full swing in Canada. 

The third step was a plan of NATIONAL ECONOMY. 
But the “economy” was not made to fall only on the civil 
Servants, wage earners and poorer classes. Australian 
holders of public securities were asked to accept a cut of 
22'. per cent in interest rates. To their eternal credit, 97 
per cent of them did so voluntarily, and only 3 per cent 
from compulsion. Interest on mortgages was cut 221% 
per cent. 

A conversion loan was offered to the public. The 
result is particularly significant. Whereas the old 6 per 
cent bonds had fallen to 80, the new 4 per cent conversion 
bonds went up to 102.
